The court holids thaz the Union Pacifie
is not compelled to opernte the Julesburg
branch to [Denver, bn:says Lthe receivers
must take into consileration the demands
of the public and by u conference agree on
some basis by which the people may be
properly servel. On the great boue of
conteption, the interest question, the conrt
holds that specinl findings wre Decessary
hefore a decision can be reached, Accord-
fugly Willisam C. Cornlsh of St Paul, is
appointed a special mnster in chancery to
hesr the matters in dispute, make account-
ings and report thie findings to the circuit
conrt of Nebraska, The juodges nlso hold
that the federal court for Lhe Nabrmskn
distriet is the conrt of primary jurisdiction
in matters pertaining o the Union Pacific,
nod that instead of applying to Judge
inilett, Recrviver Trumbuil, of the Guif
road, should come beflore Judge Dandy.

All sprenintion and re‘f-urea
to the contrary notwitbhstanding, Admir-
al Walker was not selected by the presi-
dent for this mission on account of any
threatening condition of affairs in Hawali,
for the official advices received from that
country give no bhiut of trouble or
ot n restoration to e expected
in the nesr future, and Admiral Walker's
stay at Honoolalu will oot extend over
two months at most. Of course, during
bis stay if trouble should arise he will be
in a position to command the sitnation,
bat there i= no such expectation, and the
admiral's mission bas to do mostly with
the sea qoestion. The arbiieation juss
concluded provides for a jolut protection
by the United States and Great Britaio
over the seal water, and these two nations
are bound to secure, if they can, the
co-operation of other interesied vations
—Russisn, Jupan sand China, and perhaps
Germany. he policeing of the seal wal.
ers which had presiousiy been a tempor-
ary expedient was made a permavent
